instruments and appliances* 
They were arrested Satur- 
day night- by the Secret Serv* 
ice and police, who burst into 
their tenement apartment in 
Brooklyn^ Authorities said a

! president-elect Ricshard M. Nison were these weapons,— 
an M-i rifle, M4 carbine, two knives and bullets, shown 



here by Assistant District Attorney Elliot Golden Three 
Yemeni immigrants — a father and two sons — were seized 
The three men are being held in bail of $100,000 each* 
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carbine and a ’rifle, 24 rounds 
of ammunition and three long 
knives were seized. 

Four Others Grilled 

Four other men have been 
taken into custody, questioned 
and released. Two were found 
In the garner apartment and 
the others were seised with 
Hussein Naraernear the apart- 
ment. . 

The raiding officers had a 
search warrant they said was 
obtained after an unnamed in- 
formant told police the three 
men had tried to recruit him 
for ithe assassination plot be- 
cause be was .an expert marks- 
man.

He reported that 
just after the election the Na- 
mers offered him a large sum 
of money to help kill Nixon^
